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INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES . 


In  July  a party  consisting  of  33  male  members  of  the 
local  howling  club  travelled  by  coach  to  a hotel  in  North 
Lancashire,  where  they  had  lunch  and  tea. 

A large  number  of  the  party  were  affected  with 
abdominal  pains  and  diarrhoea  that  same  evening  and  the 
following  morning,  but  none  of  them  sought  medical  attention. 

The  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Department  nine 
days  later.  Faeces  samples  were  obtained,  the  laboratory  resul 
indicating  that  in  seven  cases  a scanty  growth  of  Staph-Aureus 
was  present  and  that  in  fifteen  cases  heat  resistant  Cl.  Welch! 
was  present. 

The  Health  Department  in  whose  area  the  hotel  is 
situated  was  notified  but,  owing  to  the  lapse  of  time,  their 
enquiries  at  the  hotel  proved  negative. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified, 
fifty-four,;  is  the  lowest  received  in  any  year  since  1935* 
Compared  with  1955,  there  was  an  increase  of  four  notifications 
of  Whooping  Cough,  but  a decrease  in  the  number  of  notifications 
of  Measles  by  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  cases,  and  of  Scarlet 
Fever  by  eight  cases. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  since  1948, 
and  no  deaths  have  occurred  as  a result  of  this  disease  since 
1945*  This  is  a most  gratifying  situation. 

■ Where  suitable  isolation  and  nursing  facilities  have 
existed,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  home  nursing  of 
Scarlet  Fever  cases.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY; 

A satisfactory  water  supply  has  "been  received  in  the 
district  throughout  the  year  under  review. 

The  Ashton,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Water  Board 
supply  most  of  the  water  to  the  district. 

Two  Council  houses  on  the  Denton/AudenshaW  Boundary  and 
two  Lodge  houses  at  the  Manchester  Water  Undertaking's 
reservoir  are  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Undertaking. 

All  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  subject  to  gravity 
and  pressure  filtration  and  subsequent  sterilisation. 

Ten  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  this  Department's 
Inspectors  at  various  parts  of  the  system  of  supply;  the 
results  were  as  follows  %-

SEWERAG-E  AND  DRAINAGES 

The  Area  is  sewered  on  the  combined  system  with  storm 
overflows  arranged  to  discharge  to  natural  water  courses.  The 
main  sewers  vary  in  diameter  from  9 inches  to  36  inches,  and 
the  outfall  sewer  for  the  greater  part  of  the  Area . crosses  the 
River  Tame  to  discharge  to  the  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint 
Sewerage  Board's  Disposal  Works  in  Dukinfield.  The  sewer  for 
the  remainder  of  the  District  comprising  the  Fairfield  Area  is 
connected  to  the  sewers  of  the  Manchester  Corporation. 
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40  houses  in  Birch  Grove,  which  is  situated  in  a low 
lying  part  of  the  district,  are  sewered  to  a private  pumping 
station  which  delivers  the  sewage  to  the  Town's  main  trunk 
sewer.  This  pumping  station  has  from  time  to  time  given  rise 
to  cause  for  alarm,  due  to  failure  of  the  automatic  switching 
arrangement,  and  negotiations  are  proceeding  between  the  Owners 
and  the  Council's  Surveyor  to  bring  about  an  improvement. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION: 


The  closet  accommodation  existing  within  the  district 
at  the  31st  December,  1956,  may  be  categorised  as  follows  ;-

The  side 
and  estate  roads  are  swept  by  two  street  orderlies  employed  on  a 
full-time  basis. 

The  cleansing  of  street  gullies  is  carried  out  by  the 
Surveyor ' s Department . 

REFUSE  COLLECTION- 

There  are  4,6?0  movable  dustbins  within  the  area,  and  it 
is  the  aim  of  the  Department  to  provide  a seven-day  collection. 

Due  to  sickness,  however,  amongst  the  refuse  collection  personnel, 
this  was  not  always  possible*. 

The  collection  of  refuse  within  the  district  was  effected 
by  two  refuse  collection  teams,  each  team  being  comprised  of  five 
men  and  a driver.  These  teams  were  operating  with  a Earrier 
Bantam  refuse  collector  and  an  "K"  Type  Shelvoke  & Drewry  freighte 
A third  vehicle,  a 27  h.p.  Bedford  refuse  collector  was  held  in 
reserve  in  the  event  of  a mechanical  breakdown. 

An  order  for  the  provision  of  a new  refuse  collection 
vehicle  was  placed  with  Messrs.  Shelvoke  & Drewry  Ltd.  of 
Letchworth.  It  is  hoped  the  delivery  of  this  new  vehicle  will 
improve  the  efficiency  of  the  refuse  collection  service  and  reduce 
the  maintenance  costs.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


All  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping  methods. 
The  existing  tip  at  Shepley  Road  has  only  approximately  three 
months  tipping  space  left,  and  to  facilitate  the  completion  of 
tipping  operations  in  a satisfactory  manner,  a temporary  access 
road  was  cut  from  the  Shepley  Road  side  of  the  tip.  Due  to 
heavy  rainfall,  however,  this  access  road  became  difficult  to 
use . 


Negotiations  with  Messrs.  J.  & A.  Jackson  Ltd.,  Brick 
Manufacturers,  resulted  in  the  Department  commencing  tipping  at 
their  quarry  off  Guide  Lane . 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Health  Department  to  resume 
tipping  at  Shepley  Road,  and  complete  when  favourable  weather  is 
experienced . 


SALVAGE. 


The  recovery  of  paper,  textiles  and  metals  continued 
throughout  the  year,  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  total  of  1955 
would  be  exceeded,  but  due  to  the  inability  of  the  mills  to 
accept  all  the  paper  salvaged  and  a resultant  fall  of  £1.10s.0d. 
per  ton,  the^  income  from  waste  paper  only  exceeded  the  total  of 
1955  by  £1. 8s. lid.  Notwithstanding,  the  total  weight  of  paper 
sold  exceeded  that  of  1955  by  23  tons  13  owts.  1 qtr.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


No  serious  nuisance  was  experienced  during  the  year, 
although  a complaint  was  received  concerning  a factory  on  the 
Shepley  Industrial  Estate.  After  consultation  with  the 
Management,  the  nuisance  was  abated  by  the  fitting  of  an  underfet 
stoker. 


31  Observations  of  the  30  factory  chimneys  were  taken 
during  the  year,  and  both  management  and  personnel  were  found 
to  be  co-operative. 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  Manchester  and  District 
Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  and  one  sulphur  dioxide 
recorder  is  installed  in  the  grounds  of  Ryecroft  Hall. 

The  results  obtained  are  given  in  milligrams  of  sulphur 
dioxide  per  100  square  centimetres  of  exposed  surface  per  day.

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS. 


Approximately  63  houses  were , as  a result  of  notification 
hy  the  tenant  or  inspection  by  the  Department's  Inspectors, 
disinfested  by  means  of  D.D.T.  liquid  and  Gammexane  powder.  The 
houses  were  mainly  infested  with  cockroaches  and,  in  some  cases 
where  the  household  included  no  young  children  or  pets,  sodium 
fluoride  was  used  successfully. 

Complaint  was  received  from  a householder  regarding^  nest 
of  bees.  Inspection  proved  them  to  be  wasps.  The  insertion  of 
Cymag  powder  and  subsequent  liberation  of  Hydrogen  Cyanide  gas 
proved  most  successful. 

Insecticides  and  disinfectants  were  on  sale  in  the  Health 
Department  to  members  of  the  public  at  cost  price,  plus  a 5 per 
cent,  establishment  charge. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


No  serious  nuisance  has  "been  experienced  during  the  year 
from  rats  or  mice.  The  Local  Authority’s  sewers  were  treated 
twice  in  the  year  under  review.

SCHOOLS. 


There  are  six  schools  in  the  district,  each  provided 
with  an  adequate  water  supply  and  sufficient  number  of  wash  basins 
for  the  use  of  the  school  children  and  staff.  All  the  school 
yards  are  well  paved,  and  the  sanitary  accommodation  is • 
satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  two  primary  schools,  where 
trough  closets  are  in  use.  Plans  for  conversion  of  these  two 
trough  closets  are  well  advanced,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
conversion  of  one  and  the  commencement  of  conversion  of  the  other 
will  be  an  accomplished  fact  by  the  time  of  publication  of  this 
report . 

There  are,  at  two  of  the  schools,  canteen  kitchens. 

These  kitchens  are  very  modern  in  design  and  routine  inspections 
have  revealed  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene. 

FACTORIES. 


There  are  100  factories  within  the  district;  22  of 
which  are  situated  on  the  Shepley  Industrial  Estate. 

This  Estate  has  been  the  subject  of  systematic  inspection 
and  in  many  instances  it  was  found  that  the  sanitary  accommodation 
did  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Sanitary  Accommodation 
Regulations . 

All  the  sanitary  accommodation  on  the  Estate,  with  the 
exception  of  one  firm  where  a new  sanitary  annexe  is  to  be 
constructed,  complies  with  the  Regulations.  Only  two  cases  of 
non-compliance  with  the  Regulations  were  found  by  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories;  these  were  both  remedied. 

The  defects  found  in  other  parts  of  the  district  were 
mainly  of  the  nature  of  re-painting,  or  defective  slide  bolts  on 
the  chamber  doors.

HOUSING. 


In  September,  1955  a programme  was  commenced  for  the 
demolition  of  houses  which  fell  short  of  the  Housing  standard  laid 
down  in  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.  The  Council 
decided  upon  a policy  whereby  24  houses  per  year  would  be  demolished 
the  whole  programme  to  be  completed  in  10  years. 

The  first  year's  programme  has  been  presented  to  the 
Council,  and  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  given 
his  approval  to  two  clearance  areas  comprising  19  houses. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  re-housing  of  these  people  residing 
in  houses  included  in  clearance  areas  will  he  expedited  during 
the  coming  year,  when  a start  is  to  he  made  to  the  construction 
of  4-8  dwelling  houses.
